The probe to reach the “men higher
gp" in the “Bloody Fifth” 'Ward's pri-
mary election political murder got un-
der way today.

“Who brought the gunmen to Phila-
delphia?” is the question upon which
District Attorney Samuel P. Rotan to-
day declared his investigation is
focused.

Demands that Mayor Smith be ar-
yested and indicted came from many
guarters, as the city became aroused
over the rioting and bloodshed, which
resulted in the killing of Detective
George A. Eppley and the blackjacking
of James A. Carey, McNichol leader of
the Fifth Ward, nand Assistant District
Attorney John H. Maurer.

Charges that the two men arrested
eongpired to murder Carey and Maurer

. ware made today by Assistant District
Attorney Taulane at a hearing before
Magistrate Watson, in Central Station.
Maurer, black and blue from his beat-
ing, testified that he had been warned
half an hour before that thugs were
waiting to “beat him up.”

The names of Deutsch and Smith
were augmented with a new name for
the “man higher up” this afternoon
when Representative Isadore Stern de-
